An injured survivor, Michael Grant, 
26, of !x>ng Island, N.Y., said at the 
hospital he was driving a panel truck 
with several companions near a 
Phillips Petroleum Co booster station 
when his motor died. 
Grant said when he turned on the 
ignition again there was a tremendous 
explosion and that’s all he remem­ 
bered. 
G. E. Wright, a Phillips official at 
the scene, said, “ The booster station 
just went up.” He confirmed the 
pipeline contained liquid petroleum. 
Fires touched off by the explosions 


were still burning early today but 
authorities said the flow of volatile fuel 
had been cut off. 
Flames liroke out after the ex­ 
plosions in a sparsely settled area of 
mostly pasture land just south of 
Bergstrom Air Force Base. 
Early today sheriff’s deputies and 
highway patrolmen searched the area 
with floodlights looking for possible 
additional dead and injured.

That includes even the most popular 
IRS guide, the how-todo-it book en­ 
titled “ Your Federal Income Tax.” 
It costs 75 cents, which is tax 
deductible. The Government Printing 
Office, incidentally, tried to raise the 
price to $1 effective this year, but that 
ran afoul of price controls. 
The other tax guides are special 
publications to cover specific tax 
problems. 
Court rulings have established that 
only the voluminous tax laws and IRS 
regulations written by lawyers in 
technical legal language are the final 
authorities in tax disputes. 


But, lest taxpayers lose faith in the 
guides, the IRS is quick to point out 
that most don’t have complex tax 
problems that would require fine legal 
interpretation. 
“ It fits their situation in most 
cases,” a spokesman said in defense of 
“ Your Federal Income Tax.”

New ID Cards 
Announced

Thus, the merchant who cashes the 
check loses the face amount as well as 
the merchandise sold or the service 
performed.

WEST FRANKFORT, 111. (AP) - 
Until the license plates for their cars 
arrive, the eight postmen of this 
Southern Illinois town will be making 
their deliveries by shanks mare. The 
plates are apparently lost in the m ail. 
The West Frankfort post office rents 
its compact cars from an Ohio firm, 
and the firm was supposed to make 
sure the plates were ordered in plenty 
of time before the old ones expired 
Feb. 15. 
A spokesman for 
the company, 
Taylor leasin g of I^ancaster, Ohio, 
said Thursday the order was sent to 
the Illinois secretary of state’s office 
last month. 
And the secretary of state’s office 
assured her this week “All the plates 
had been purchased and issued and 
placed in the m ail.” The secretary of 
state, who handles millions of plates 
yearly in his Springfield office just 200 
miles north of West Frankfort, doesn’t 
keep records on mailing dates of in­ 
dividual plates. But they apparently 
went out in late January. 
No other Taylor clients have com ­ 
plained about plates, so the company 
assum es only the West Frankfort post 
office is having trouble with the mails. 
Assistant postmaster J.S. Swofford 
said Thursday his postmen continued 
to drive the cars until Tuesday when 
one of them was stopped by a state 
trooper. They haven’t left the parking 
lot since. 
“We’re not allowed to move them 
until we get new license plates,” he 
said.

Hall, assistant executive 
director of the GEA, said the agency 
would function the sam e way as the 
other state professional boards. 
“ The tea ch ers, like other pro­ 
fessionals, should have the right to run 
their profession,” he said. 
The bill provides that the GEA would 
submit five of the nine nominations for 
the board, which would come into 
effect Jan. I, 1974. All the appoint­ 
ments would be made by the governor, 
under the bill’s provisions.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon is considering asking Congress 
for virtual blankcheck powers 
in 
coming worldtrade talks, including 
authority to impose quotas and raise 
tariffs on imports as he sees fit, a 
Capitol Hill source says. 
The President also may ask for 
elimination 
of 
traditional 
congressional approval for 
any 
agreement reached in trade talks 
beginning next September in Geneva, 
the source said. 
Nixon has not dealt publicly with the 
specifics of getting his “ fairer shake” 
for America in world trade, where the 
United States posted a $6-billion deficit 
last year. 
One item the trade legislation is 
expected to contain is a provision 
granting the Soviet Union most- 
favored-nation status in tariff matters. 
Extension of this status is part of the 
agreement initialed by the United 
States and the Soviets on trade and 
lend-lease matters. 
A county with most-favored nation 
status is automatically entitled to all 
the trade benefits the United States 
extends to any other country. The 
practical effect is that imports from 
these nations into the United States 
enjoy the lower tariff rates negotiated 
over the years under the receprocal 
trade program. 
Currently, the president cannot 
unilaterally impose quotas. And, he 
only has power to reduce, not raise, 
tariffs. 
The congressional source said the 
President would want authority to 
raise tariffs up to 15 per cent on im­ 
ports he chooses and to impose 
selective quotas. 
With such powers, U.S. bargainers 
could strike a tough stance to get the 
best possible break for U.S. products 
from particular countries, or

Common Market nations, the White 
House is said to think.

Originally, the administration en­ 
dorsed the version of the bill approved 
by the House Agriculture Committee 
because it would have wiped out a so- 
called “ forgiveness feature” on loans 
granted rural residents under, last 
year’s flood-emergency law, approved 
after Hurricane Agnes and the Rapid 
City, S.D., flood. 
But what caused the Nixon forces to 
urge rejection of the bill was the 
House-approved amendment offered 
by Rep. Boh Bergland, D-Minn. It au­ 
thorizes $5,000 to cover actual losses— 
and one-per-cent interest on loans to 
eligible applicants in areas where the 
program started last summer and fall 
and had been cut off Dec. 27. 
Nixon’s supporters claimed

would add $300 million to the cost of 
legislation that had carried a $50- 
million pricetag when it emerged from 
committee.

Nixon Seeks 


Broad Powers 


Over Trade 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon is considering asking Congress 
for virtual blankcheek powers in 
coming worldtrade talks, including 
authority to impose quotas and raise 
tariffs on imports as he sees fit, a 
Capitol Hill source says. 
The President also may ask for 
elim ination 
of 
traditional 
congressional approval for any 
agreement reached in trade talks 
beginning next September in Geneva, 
the source said. 
Nixon has not dealt publicly with the 
specifics of getting his “fairer shake” 
for America in world trade, where the 
United States posted a $6-billion deficit 
last year. 
One item the trade legislation is 
expected to contain is a provision 
granting the Soviet Union most- 
favored-nation status in tariff matters. 
Extension of this status is part of the 
agreement initialed by the United 
States and the Soviets on trade and 
lend-lease matters. 
A county with most-favored nation 
status is automatically entitled to all 
the trade benefits the United States 
extends to any other country. The 
practical effect is that imports from 
these nations into the United States 
enjoy the lower tariff rates negotiated 
over the years under the receprocal 
trade program. 
Currently, the president cannot 
unilaterally impose quotas. And, he 
only has power to reduce, not raise, 
tariffs. 
The congressional source said the 
President would want authority to 
raise tariffs up to 15 per cent on im­ 
ports he chooses and to impose 
selective quotas. 
With such powers, U.S. bargainers 
could strike a tough stance to get the 
best possible break for U.S. products 
from particular countries, or the 
Common Market nations, the White 
House is said to think.

The bill was sent to the Senate after 
the 196-160 approval of a key amend­ 
ment that Ford said “invites a veto”. 
Originally, the administration en­ 
dorsed the version of the bill approved 
by the House Agriculture Committee 
because it would have wiped out a so­ 
called “forgiveness feature” on loans 
granted rural residents under last 
year’s flood-emergency law, approved 
after Hurricane Agnes and the Rapid 
City, S.D., flood. 
But what caused the Nixon forces to 
urge rejection of the bill was the 
House-approved amendment offered 
by Rep. Bob Bergland, D-Minn. It au­ 
thorizes $5,000 to cover actual losses— 
and one-per-cent interest on loans to 
eligible applicants in areas where the 
program started last summer and fall 
and had been cut off Dec. 27. 
Nixon’s supporters claimed 
this 
would add $300 million to the cost of 
legislation that had carried a ISO- 
million pricetag when it emerged from 
committee. When the administration 
quit providing such loans to farm ers 
last December, officials estimated its 
cost might reach $1 billion by July. 
As finally approved, the bill would 
call for emergency farm loans at five 
per cent interest for those unable to get 
credit from regular com m ercial 
sources.

Food Skyrockets 


WASHINGTON ( AP) - Food prices 
took their biggest monthly leap in a 
generation last month, the Labor 
Department said today. But lower 
prices for clothing and used cars kept 
the overall rise in the cost of living to a 
relatively modest 0.3 per cent. 
Hie Bureau of Labor Statistics said 
overall food prices rose 2.1 per cent in 
January, the largest one-month in­ 
crease since January 1951, when they 
rose 2.5 per cent. 
The increase was even steeper for 
food purchased in grocery stores, 
which went up 2.5 per cent, the biggest 
monthly jump since the l^ abor Depart­ 
ment began tabulating home food 
prices in 1952. 
Because food prices usually go up 
this time of year, the increase in all 
good prices was 1.9 per cent when 
adjusted for seasonal variations. Still, 
this was the biggest seasonally ad­ 
justed monthly gain since March 1958, 
when they also rose 1.9 per cent.

WASHINGTON I AP) - Food prices 
took their biggest monthly leap in a 
generation last month, the I^ibor 
Department said today. But lower 
prices for clothing and used cars kept 
the overall rise in the cost of living to a 
relatively modest 0.3 per cent. 
The Bureau of I .abor Statistics said 
overall food prices rose 2.1 per cent in 
January, the largest one-month in­ 
crease since January 1951, when they 
rose 2.5 per cent. 
The increase was even steeper for 
food purchased in grocery stores, 
which went up 2.5 per cent, the biggest 
monthly jump since the I.abor Depart­ 
ment began tabulating home food 
prices in 1952. 
Because food prices usually go up 
this time of year, the increase in all 
good prices was 1.9 per cent when 
adjusted for seasonal variations. Still, 
this was the biggest seasonally ad­ 
justed monthly gain since March 1958, 
when they also rose 1.9 per cent.

Dear Mr. M.: 
The cabins of planes today are 
carefully pressurized and oxygen is 
available if ever the pressure should 
suddenly change. For this reason 
people with known heart and lung 
conditions are more readily given 
permission by their doctors to fly.

assurance you need if you are com­ 
pletely re-examined before the plane 
trip. 
Patients with emphysema of the 
lungs, certain types of anemia, and 
circulatory problems would benefit 
from a pre-flight consultation. 
Airport personnel are remarkably 
helpful in supplying chairs and 
motorized vehicles to relieve the 
elderly or the infirm of the stresses of 
boarding and deplaning. They should 
be 
told 
in 
advance 
so 
that 
arrangements can be made at 
departure and arrival. 
In your particular case, I doubt that 
any 
of 
these 
precautions 
are 
necessary, but they should be con­ 
sidered by people who are unusually 
anxious or chronically ill. 


Dear Miss L.: 
And I worry about the reasons you 
take your pulse as often as you do. 
Certainly this is not usual behavior for 
a young adult. 
You must consult your doctor or 
psychologist about the reasons for 
your anxiety. 
It is an interesting fact that when one 
takes one’s own pulse there is a ten­ 
dency for the rate to rise because of the 
anxiety level involved. 
There are many normal variations 
of the heart and pulse rate. What is 
normal for one person need not be 
normal for another. With exertion, 
excitement, or stress, the pulse may 
rise from the normal 80 to IOO, or even 
more, beats per minute. 
My advice is to stop taking your own 
pulse, and more important, find out 
what has motivated you to do this in 
the first place. 


I find that I take my pulse many 
times during the day. It fluctuates 
considerably. I worry about it.

Mr. Simmons, a hor­ 
ticulturist, who has successfully grown 
the plants described, gives complete 
inform ation about seeds, m ature 
plants, and the fruit itself. He includes 
a suggested source of suppliers for

“Garden Shrubs & Trees in (dolour” 
by Verner Haneke is divided into three 
sections. The first presents tin* best 
known and most attractive shrubs and 
trees for large and small gardens. 
Included in this section is a selected 
group of the most beautiful roses. The 
second section includes illustrations of 
the most attractive and widely grown 
climbers. The final group is a large 
selection of the most characteristic 
conifers.

Alabam a New sm an Says 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP) - A 
Pulitzer Prize-winning newsm an’s 
statement that Gov. George C Wallace 
is physically unable to govern 
Alabama has touched off a sometimes- 
angry controversy over 
Wallace’s 
health. 
An effort may In* made in the 
legislature this summer to make the 
governor eligible for a pension while 
still in office. It could Im* a major issue 
in the 1974 governor’s race, with Wal­ 
lace likely to run for a third term. 


Harold Iv Martin, publisher-editor 
of The Montgomery 
Advertiser- 
Ala bania Journal, said in a speech 
three weeks ago that the governor “is 
physically unable to serve” and, for 
his own good as well as the state’s, he 
should retire. 
“Or, short of that,” he said, Wallace 
should appoint a select committee of 
businessmen “to share the burden of 
state government for the duration of 
his term .” 
Actually, Alabama 
has no law 
permitting a governor to retire from 
office; 
he would have to resign 
outright. Martin acknowledged that 
and 
recommended 
passage 
of 
legislation providing a lifetime pension 
at full salary for any governor disabled 


in service to the state. 
Wallace has been paralyzed in both 
legs since he was wounded in an 
assassination attempt at I Laurel, Md., 
last May 15 while campaigning for the 
Democratic presidential nomination. 
“ Alabama citizens are crushed 
emotionally by the appearance of the 
once-vivacious 
W allace 
in 
a 
wheelchair, suffering constant pain,” 
the newspaper publisher said. 
“ But more and more Alabamians 
are facing up to the reality that the 
state can’t continue without leader­ 
ship....” 
^ 
Wallace, who was in a Birmingham 
hospital recovering from surgery 
when Martin spoke Jan. 31, has had 
nothing to say about it publicly.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Focxl 
and Drug Administration says it plans 
to approve the drug DES for use as a 
morning-after birth-control pill. 


FDA Commissioner Charles C. 
Edwards made the announcement 
Wednesday during the first day of 
extensive hearings before Sen. Ed­ 
ward M. Kennedy’s health sub­ 
committee into human medical ex­ 
perimentation, The hearings are to 
continue today. 


Edwards told the panel that fresh 
evidence presented by a scientific 
advisory panel indicates DES is safe 
for the user and effective when taken 
on a one-time, small-dose basis. 


But he warned that the possibility— 
as yet unproven—exists that DES may 
cause cancer in an unborn human fetus 
if mistakenly administered to preg­ 
nant women. 
In such cases, Edwards said, an 
FDA scientific advisory committee 
recommends ‘‘an early abortion in­ 
duced by conventional means.”

FDA To Give 
OK To Pill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Food 
and Drug Administration says it plans 
to approve the* drug DES for use as a 
morning-after birth-control pill. 


FDA Commissioner Charles C. 
Edwards made the announcement 
Wednesday during the first day of 
extensive hearings before Sen. Ed­ 
ward M. Kennedy’s health sub­ 
committee into human medical ex­ 
perimentation. The hearings are to 
continue today. 


Edwards told the panel that fresh 
evidence presented by a scientific 
advisory panel indicates DES is safe 
for the user and effective when taken 
on a one-time. smaU-dose basis. 


But he warned that the possibility— 
as yet unproven—exists that DES may 
cause cancer in an unborn human fetus 
if mistakenly administered to preg­ 
nant women. 
In such cases, Edwards said, an 
EDA scientific advisory committee 
recommends “an early abortion in­ 
duced by conventional means.” 
DES is the abbreviation 
for 
diethylstilbestrol, a synthetic estrogen 
which has been available for 30 years 
for 
the 
treatment 
of 
certain 
gynecological symptoms.

approves the controversial drug DES 
as a “ morning-after pill” fnr women 
who didn’t or couldn’t take precautions 
liefore intercourse. 
Knowledgeable authorities say the 
Food and Drug Administration’s 
announced decision to approve what 
had been widespread unapproved 
prescribing is likely to make the drug 
available to more women. 
Some experts contend the FDA is 
moving too quickly, while questions of 
safety remain unanswered. 
But the government says that 
diethylstilbestrol, or DES, taken as 
directed, is safer than an abortion. 
Confusion over the FDA’s intentions 
arose when Commissioner Charles C, 
Edwards told Congress Wednesday 
that DES should be considered “ as an 
emergency treatment only,” and noted 
General Counsel Peter B. Hutt 
suggested rap«», incest and women in 
“ mental shock” as possible emer­ 
gencies. 
“ We want it (D ES) to be available 
for a college freshman who gets 
carried away the night before, is 
literally in a state of panic and wants 
contraception,” Hutt said. 
The FDA’s primary concern, he 
added, is not to cut back current uses 
but to prevent potential abuses. 
In fact, the FDA is having trouble 
defining emergency, and concedes it 
couldn’t enforce the definition anyway 
because it regulates drugs and not 
doctors. 
DES has been available as a 
prescription drug for more than 30 
years, for the treatment of prostate 
cancer and gynecological disorders.

Sources said the Senate panel is 
likely to honor Fulbright’s request 
since he heads the Senate Foreign

legislation. 
The House-passed measure con­ 
tinued funds at the annual rate of $3.6 
billion for foreign aid and $29.9 billion 
for l,abor and HEW. 
The stop-gap method was necessary 
for foreign aid because House-Senate 
conferees deadlocked last year over a 
Senate amendment requiring 
that 
future executive agreements 
with 


other nations be submitted for ap­ 
proval as treaties. 


The procedure was adopted for 
1 .abor and HEW after President Nixon 
twice vetoed appropriations bills for 
those departments on grounds they 
were too big. 
'Die House Appropriations Com­ 
mittee reportedly agreed to use con­ 
tinuing resolutions rather than force a 
renewed confrontation with the ad­ 
ministration over health and welfare 
spending in the fiscal year ending June 
30. Current authority in the two areas 
runs out at midnight next Wednesday. 
But Fulbright’s request, if heeded 
and accepted by the House, would 
force further action on foreign aid 
before the end of the current fiscal 
year. 
In a related development, the Senate 
Wednesday voted 69 to 20 to revive low- 
interest loans for rural electrification 
and telephones terminated by Nixon 
last December.

High school .senior becomes college 
freshman, spends four years in pursuit 
of a degree, lives on campus or 
commutes to nearby campus, takes 
required courses in first two years and 
electives later, and so on. 
This is the traditional route to a 
college degree and it is still open to 
those who prefer it, as most students 
do. But recent interest in off-campus 
learning, external degrees, and in­ 
dependent study and concern among 
students, parents, and educators about 
the rising costs of college have led to 
new alternatives for students who 
want a college degree but who may 
want to go about it a little differently. 
The College-Level Examination 
Program (C lip ), the College Board’s 
national 
program 
of 
credit-by- 
examination, has come to the attention 
of high schools around the country 
because it offers another way to start 
college careers, to finish in less time, 
and to save on the cost. 
Originally designed for adults who 
wanted to return to the classroom, 
C LEP is based on the philosophy that 
college-level knowledge should 
be 
recognized and credited no matter how 
or where it was acquired — on the job, 
m ilitary, TV, correspondence, in­ 
dependent reading. 
Naturally, this philosophy extends to 
high school students who participate in 
accelerated programs ottered by their 
schools, become involved in work, 
travel, or community learning ex­ 
periences, read a lot on their own, or 
who in some other way have reached 
and educational level equivalent to a 
first or second year college student. 
During 1971-72, the number of 
people who took CUSP tests, the 
number of participating colleges, and 
the 
number of 
test 
centers 
all 
skyrocketed. Of the 17,000 candidates 
tested last year, one half were 19 years 
old and under. 
There are two kinds of CIJ5P tests 
available — General Examinations 
which assess learning in five basic 
areas 
(English 
Composition, 
Humanities, Mathematics, Natural 
Science, and Social Science-History) 
and Subject Exam inations in 33 
courses ranging from American 
History to Data Processing. 
Tile examinations are given at over 
500 test centers located on college 
campuses across the country during 
the third week of every month; fees 
are $15 for one and $25 for two or more 
General Examinations and $15 for 
each Subject Examination. 
Colleges are now offering entering 
freshmen the opportunity to take 
C LEP tests.

for example, saved students and their 
()arents nearly one million dollars in 
tuition last year by permitting 1,278 
students to trim a full year off the time 
required to earn a degree. The 
University of Maine provided 650 
entering freshmen with the op­ 
portunity to get a liead start on college 
via C LEP. 
Utica College in New York, as well 
as many others across the nation, has 
announced plans to offer a three-year 
degree to qualified students using the 
C LEP General Examinations as one 
basis for admission to the* program. 
C LEP itself does not grant college 
credit. Each individual college will 
determine how much credit will be 
awarded, if any, so politics do vary 
from one institution to another. About 
1,350 colleges and universities have 
established policies for awarding 
credit based on C LEP scores. 
CIJ^P is not for everyone. But for 
those to whom it is directed, it can 
mean credit towards a college degree 
with significant savings in time and 
money.

My husband says that he wants to 
know the joy of our rapidly vanishing 
wilderness areas. I say, “ Fine, take 
him camping and teach him the craft 
of the woodsman.” 
He claims he wants our son to know 
the challenge of stalking elusive game. 
I say, “ Fine . . . let him stalk with a 
camera. And if he needs to have a 
trophy ... bring home some pictures.” 
He says he wants our son to be 
skillful with a rifle. I don’t mind that. 
We have access to an exclusive skeet- 
shooting range and instructors. 
Finally, and worst in my opinion, my 
husband says he wants our son to be a 
man, and that my refusal to sanction 
the hunting will turn him into a sissy. 
Abby, to me a true man (or a 
woman) is one who rejoices in the 
beauty of life, who works hard to 
preserve all of that beauty, who 
respects mankind and all animals, and 
who kills only as a necessity and never 
for pleasure or sport. 
Many of 
our 
traditional 
and 
superficial concepts of manhood and 
womanhood are being questioned 
these days, and I think that the 
question of hunting as a means of 
developing masculinity deserves being 
considered by more Americans.

Protestant theologian, the Rev. Walter 
R. Beach, of Washington, D.C., who 
pointed out that the “ Jesus people,” in 
shunning the organized church, are ig­ 
noring a key teaching of Jesus himself, 


Jesus stressed the importance of the 
church, 
Dr. Beach said, adding; 
“ Apart from his intention to form a 
church, the events recorded in the 
Biblical Book of Acts are unintelli­ 
gible.” That book describes formation 
of the church. 


Father Murphy, director of the U.S. 
Catholic Conference’s division of 
higher education in Washington, said 
the movement is “ frequently an- 
tirational,” 
frequently 
very 
manipulative,” and 
“ often utterly 
naive.” 
A “ very simplistic mentality” is 
found 
throughout 
much 
of 
the 
movement, he said, suggesting that it 
“ easy to 1m* saved if you love Jesus, 
clap your hands or honk your horn.” 
The focus is on “ feelings, emotions, 
’experiences’.” 
Some ’charismatic* leaders use 
techniques to persuade and even to 
coerce young people,” he added, 
“They manipulate their emotional 
needs...and at times quite knowingly 
use the Bible dishonestly.” 
I>r. Beach, field secretary of the 
Seventh-day 
Adventist 
Church, 
pointed out that while Jesus em­ 
phasized the "centrality of the chur­ 
ch,” the Jesus movement brushes this 
aside and largely rejects the organized 
churches. 
Jesus, in voicing his objective of 


founding “ my church,” said: "The 
powers of death will not prevail 
against it,” 
Nevertheless, Dr. Beach said, 
organized 
Christianity might well 
follow one example of the Jesus people 
in going “ into the market place, into 
the arena of the world’s activity, 
whore people are.” 
That, incidentally, was also a pat­ 
tern followed by Jesus’ early church. 
But it did so with the intellectual un­ 
derpinning 
of 
a 
pre-eminent 
theologian, the missionary-apostle 
Paul. 
One of the frequent criticisms of the 
Jesus movement has been that it is 
generally 
scornful 
of 
Biblical 
scholarship and theology, insisting 
that just reading awl interpreting the 
Bible for themselves is sufficient. 
“ It 
is assumed 
with 
uncritical 
conviction that anything departing 
from the purview of their literal 
fundamentalism is domonic and un­ 
saved,” writes theologian Eugene C. 


Bianchi, of Emory 
University 
in 
Atlanta, 
“ With such a 
basically anti- 
intellectual presumption,” lie adds, 
“ scholarly Scriptural exegesis is 
dismissed lest it interfere” with their 
narrow “ reading into the Bible” what 
they choose.

WASHINGTON (A P) — Federal 
auditors say there is a need for better 
controls on canned and frozen fruits 
and vegetables, which may contain 
such things as paint flakes, rodent 
hair, glass, filth or flies. 
During 1970 and the first three 
months of 1971, the Agricultural 
Marketing Service (AMS) discovered 
about 39 million pounds of fruits and 
vegetables in 132 plants that did not 
meet U.S. grade standards, the 
General Accounting Office said in a 
report Thursday. 
This was “ because the products had 
excessive foreign materials—such as 
worms, insects, oil, mud, rot, rust, or 
paint flakes—or because the products 
had been packed under unsanitary 
conditions,” GAO added. 
A 1953 agreement called for AMS to 
give 
the 
Food 
and 
Drug 
Ad­ 
ministration information on products 
only at FDA’s request, the report 
added. 
In July 1971, AMS told GAO it 
proposed to revise that pact to define 
what constituted a product hazardous 
to health and to require reporting of 
these to FDA, the report said. 
“ Between that time and May 1972, 
when the agreement was revised, the 
service identified at least 400,000 
pounds of products as possibly 
hazardous to health but the service, in 
line with the 1953 agreement, did not 
inform FDA of them. As of Jan. 31, 
1973, the service and FDA were 
developing an overall definition of 
what constituted a product hazardous 
to health,” GAO said.

This was “ because the products had 
excessive foreign materials—such as 
worms, insects, oil, mud, rot, rust, or 
paint flakes—or because the products 
had been packed under unsanitary 
conditions,” GAO added.
